Lore Acquin, a Canadisn In- 
dian, was being held on 6250,000 
bail pending his armignment 
tomorrow. 

“We would just do anything if 
we saw him,” his foster mother, 
Marion Beaudoin, said. “We 
would probably rip him apart.” 

A foster sister said that Mr. 
Acquin, taken into the Beaudoin 
home 2t the age of 8 or 9, lately 
had been living in 2 Waterbury 
apartment and working at odd 
jobs. “He was like a shell into 
himself. He liked to be by him~ 
self,” Mrs. Pauling Pelton said. 
“He just liked to think, and you 
dont know what was on his 
mind. I'd love to know.” 

She spoke as Frederick Beau- 
doin, 33, identified the bodies of 
his family. Some of them bound 
and beaten, the victims were 
discovered after 9 fire that 
destroyed their small home on 
Friday. Dead were Cheryl Beau- 
doin, 29; the couple's seven chil- 
dren, aged 4 to 11, and a visiting 
cousin, Jennifer Sentoro, 6.

Carter Is Asked 
To Delay Sale 
Of Planes to Iran 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP). 
—Senate Majority Leader Robert 
Byrd said yesterday that he bas 
urged President Carter to with- 
draw, at least temporarily, a pro- 
posed sale of a sensitive air de- 
fense system to Iran. 

In 8. letter delivered to Mr. Car- 
ter on Friday, Sen. Byrd. D-¥a.. 
said that because of the crush of 
business before the Senate ad- 
journs for August. “it will be im- 
possible for the Senate to give 
the proposal the careful and seri- 
ous consideration it deserves.”

Congress Has Agreed 
On New Department

WASHINGTON, July 24 (NYT). 
—Denying the administration the 
power it sought to set natural 
gas prices, a Senate-House con- 
ference committfe has agreed on 
details of legislation to create a 
new department of energy with 
20,000 employees.

Swift Passage Sought 


‘The conferees hoped to get the 
legislation passed this week in 
time to get the department creat- 
ed and James Schlesinger, Mr. 
Carter's energy adviser, confirm~ 
ed a secretary before Congress 
leaves for its summer recess Aug, 
6. 

White House sources said that, 
while it was too early to be cer- 
tain, they exw no major difficul- 
ties with the bill which would 
prevent President Carter from 
signing it. 

‘The conferees did agree to scrap 
another House provision the ad~ 
ministration opposed. That was a 

“sunset” provision, Hmiting the 
life of the department to five 
years, at least in theory, and 
thus forcing Congress to re- 
examine its structure again by 
1982. 


In place of the House provision, 
the conferees agreed to require 
comprehensive reports on all the 
department's programs, with as- 
sessments of how well they were 
working and whether alternatives 
should be considered, by 1982. 
House conferees said they believ- 
ed their colleagues would go along 
with the change, 


‘The conference bill, the result 
of one of Mr. Carter’s earliest 
legislative proposals, draws to- 
gether in the department and the 
commission the FPC, the 
Research and Development Ad- 
ministration and the Federal 
Energy Administration.

LIVERMORE, Calif, July 24 
ONZT).—The residents of this 
Semirural city of 50.000 are look- 
ing back these days on one of 
the most successful Alameda 
County fairs-in years. 

They're looking forward to us- 
ing the new park being built 
north of town by the local 
Jaycees, And they are chatting 
about the blackbirds that return 
every year about this time and 
Make dive-bombing runs on anr- 
body who comes too close to their 
nests. 

Nobody is talking much, how- 
aver, about the neutron bomb. 
Other things Seem more impor- 
tant. 

Livermore " the home of the 
neutron bomb, the subject of an-

“We're not a city of Dr. Strange- 
loves.” said the mayor. Helen 
‘Tirsell, whose husband. like 
thousands of other persons here, 
Works at “the lab.” 

A Weapons Resource 

‘The lab is the University of 
California's Lawrence Livermore 
Laboratory. a source of some of 
the most fearsome weapons ever 
designed, and a place regarded 
by official Washington as a na- 
tional resource essential toe pro- 
ducing the weapons needed to de- 
ter an enemy nuclear attack. 

Despite the secrets that occupy 
the minds of employees at the 
one-square-mile laboratory just 
outside of town. Livermore is 
middle America. It votes Demo- 
cratic. complains of high taxes 
and worries about air pollination. 

Among residents who do not 
‘work at the lab, commuting to 
jobs as far away as San Fran- 
cisco, 50 miles north, the town’s 
development of nuclear weapons 
“is not a topic of coffee conver- 
sation.” the mayor said. 

“T think it's like being next to 
any other federal installation.” 
Mrs. Tirsell said. “People who 
work at the lab are your friends 
and neighbors.” it is a company 
town and the company's product 
is nuclear weapons. 

A high concentration of scien~ 
tists here is said to have helped 
spur development of an outstand- 
ing public school system, Salaries 
of ‘the senior professionals at Liv- 
ermore average $2800 a month 
end go up to $3,750 a month, 

When articles appear in the 
Jocal newspaper about the neu- 
tron bomb controversy, the edi-

Tt was been 25 years since the 
laboratory began to change what 
was then 2 farm town of 4,500.

In the Manhattan Project dur- 
ing World War ἘΠ. the University 
of California managed part of 
this country’s first atomic bomb 
development at Los Alamos and 
the university subsequently agreed 
to manage the new Livermore 
laboratory. It is named for 
Ernest Lawrence. 2 pioneer nu- 
clear physicist at Berkeley. The 
university receives $3.5 million a 
year to manage the lab. 

University’s Role Protested 

Periodically, student and fa- 
culty groups protest the univer- 
sity's close affiliation with wea- 
pons of mass destruction. Twice 
recently, a group called the Uni- 
versity of California Nuclear 
‘Weapons Laboratory Conversion 
Project has picketed the lab here. 
Partly because of such protests, 
David Saxon, the university's 
president, has appointed a facul- 
ty-student committee to consider 
whether it is “appropriate for the 
‘university to continue managing 
these laboratories.” 

Similar studies have been made 
three times since 1970 and the 
decision has always been to con- 
tinue the affiliation. 


The Livermore researchers’ 
best-known achievement was re=- 
ducing a thermonuclear bomb in 
1953 to a size small enough to be 
carried in the submayine-launch- 
ed Polaris missile. Since then, it 
has developed the warheads for 
most U.S. strategie missiles. 

About helf of the lab’s 6,500 
employees work in research not 
related to weapons, including 
efforts to harness fusion power 
for peaceful uses. Weaponry, 
however. remains the main re- 
search area. 


Working with the Sandi Corp, 
ἃ Western Electric subsidiary that 
employs 900 persons bere, the re- 
searchers, usually competing 
against a rival team at Los Ala- 
mos. design new weapons. Then 
their designs are turned over to 
corporations such as Rockwell 
International. Monsanto and 
Bendix, which make components 
for the bombs and warheads. 
These components are eventualiy 
assembled into weapons at a gov- 
ernment-owned plant near Ama- 
Yillo. Texas. 

Amusement 2nd Pride 

Predictably. workers at the 
laboratory are not saying much 
about the controversy over their 
brainchild, known as the W-70 
Mod 3. τὶ is ἃ warhead for the 
Lance tactical missile that ra- 
diates relatively large amounts 
of lethal neutrons but causes pro- 
-portionally much less blast dam-~- 
age than other nuclear devices, 

But, among some of the work- 
ers, the debate appears to have 
caused: a mixture of bemuse- 
ment, concern and pride. There 
bas been amusement over the 
sudden publicity given to what 
to them is old news. Work on 
such weapons has been under 
way here for many years. Work 
on the W-70 Mod 3 has been 
under way for more than two 
years. 

Some senlor officials at Law- 
rence are reported to be upset 
about recent disclosures alerting 
the Russians about U.S. work on 
the new weapon. At the same 
time. Hke craftsmen in any line 
of work who have done some- 
thing new and difficult. they are 
proud of the neutron bomb. 

Livermore is a place where 
what has been called “the un- 
thinkable’— nuclear warfare — is 
thought about every day. In the 
end, however, to the people who 
live here. nuclear weaponry is 
the economie foundation of the 
city.

EEC Investigating U.K. Policy 


On Oil-Equipment Contracts

BRUSSELS July 24—An inves- 
tigation into the way the British 
government is winning equipment 
contracts for North Sea oi] and 
gas operations is being carried 
out by the European Commission, 
the executive arm of the Euro- 
Pean Economic Community. 

Tke British share of this 
equipment market has been ris- 
ing steadily to the detriment of 
other Common Market suppliers 
and the United States. 

‘The Commission's investigation 
centers on a “memorandum of 
understanding” between the Brit- 
ish Department of Energy and 
the U.K. Offshire Operators As- 
sociation which states that the 
British offshore industry “should 
provide, on a competitive basis, 
a major and progressively in- 
creasing share cf the goods and 
services required for the develop- 
ment of the continental shelf.” 

EEC officials are to tell the 
European Parliament tomorrow 
that they are satisfied the mem- 
orandum does not breach the 
competition rules laid down in 
the Rome treaty. But they wil} 
continue their examination on 
whether it infringes on treaty 
rules concerning the provision of 

industrial and commercial ser- 
vices.

2 Experts Cite Abuses in Soviet: Paychiatry 


LONDON, July 24 (AP) —Lock- 
ing up sane dissenters in mental 

hospitals is “widespread and sys~ 
tematic” in the Soviet Union and 
a deliberate government policy, 
according to 8 book just publish- 
ed here, 

Peter Reddaway. & British po- 
litical selentist, and Dr. Sidney 
Bloch, a South African-born psr- 
chiatrist, cite 220 case histories 
of alleged Soviet psychiatic abuse 
in their book, “Russia’s Political 
Hospitals.” 

“What struck us as we collect- 
ed this material was how the 
procedures involved in locking 
these unfortunate people up were 
extraordinarily regular,” Mr. 
Reddaway sald. “They were, one 
might say, routine.” 

The authors ‘said thes hope 
thelr findings will lead to a cen- 
‘sure of Soviet practices at the 
‘World Psychiatrie Association's 
international congress in Hono- 
Joly Ang. 28-Sept. 3. 

Deliberate Policy 

. “Although this form of misuse 
has sometimes occurred elsewhere 
as well,” the-euthors said, “in no 
other country, to our knowledge. 
has it become widespread and 
systematic, the expression of 
deliberate government policy.” 

Their research was based most- 
Jy on dissident documents and 
medical case histories smuggled 
out of the Soviet Union as well as 
on interviews with Soviet psy- 
chiatrists and patients who have 
since emigrated. 

The authors said they believed 
that the average Soviet psy- 
chistrist is relatively ignorant of 
the abuses and, where better in- 
formed, generally passive. 

“But they have no chaice but 
to collude, or to act benevolently 
only in a covert fashion, or to 
dissent, in which ease the cost is 
very high,” said Dr. Bloch, a lec- 
turer at Oxford University’s psy- 
chiatry department. 

‘The leaders of the Soviet psr- 
chiatric establishment are pri- 
marily guilty of misdeeds. the 
two writers charged. “The corrup- 
tion is at the very center of So- 
viet psychiatry,” said Mr. Redda- 
way, a senior lecturer on Soviet 
Affairs at the London School of 
Economics. 

High-ranking psychiatrists were 
accused by the authors of “extra- 
ordinary deviousness, unscrupu- 
jousness and total dishonesty” in 
their attempts to conceal abuses. 

Foreword by Bukovaky 

Exiled Russian dissident Viadi- 
mir Bukovsky, who was incar- 
cerated in a mental hospital for 
some time, wrote the book's fore- 
word,

Japanese Vessel _ 
Retained Tissue 
Of Sea Creature 


TOKYO, July % (UPI).—The 
owners of a Japanese trawler 
that found the halfdecomposed 
careass of a dinoseur-like crea- 
ture have disclosed that the 
crewmen brought back pieces of 
the reptile for examination. 

Scientists at the Ocean Pish- 
ery Resources Development Cen- 
ter said they are examining 8 
nine-inch piece of brown. horny 
tissue that is divided into three 
whisker-like sepments at the tip. 

Japanese scientists have been 
cautious about speculating on 
the nature of the two-ton crea- 
ture pulled up in a net from a 
depth of about 1.000 feet off 
Christchutch, New Zealand, on 
April 25. But one scientist said it 
might be “some sort of dinosaur 
or Loch Ness-type monster.” 

Experts who viewed photo- 
graphs of the creature said it 
had some resemblance to a carti- 
Jaginous soft-boned shark. but 
the Jength of the neck and exis- 
tence of a back flipper were not 
consistent with that species. 

Fisheries official Keiji Nasu 
showed the plece of tissue to 
two shark experts at Tokyo's 
central Tsukiji fish market who 
identified it as part of a shark 
fin. 

Pieces of tissue from the crea- 
ture were brought to Japan by 
Michihiko Yano. an official of 
Tatyo Fishery Co, who was 
aboard the trawler. Taiyo an- 
nounced the discovery Wednes- 
day. but it did not disclose that it 
possessed 30 to 40 pieces of the 
creature until Thursday. when 
asked by Mr. Nasu if any further 
evidence existed.

Carter's Message to Moscow 


Mounting concern that the Carter admin- 
istration's Soviet policies were endangenng 
détente and reviving the cold war required 
8 presidential response. and President Car- 
ter has now delivered it. Its specifics are 
far less important than its tone. In contrast 
to some past off-the-cuff remarks that have 
stirred difficulties. the tone of the carefully 
drafted speech he gare in Charleston, S.C. 
was presidential. It should give. as intended, 
αι more positive thrust to Soviet-American 
negotiations. as well as to the atmosphere 
of the relationship. These have run down- 
hill as 8 result of President Carter's human 
rights campaign. his strategic arms proposals 
and the Soviet reaction to both. 

Carter's main message to Moscow and to 
the allies is that the continuing Soviet- 
American competition around the world 
must not impede the seareh for cooperation 
in areas of common interest. He makes clear 
his agreement with Brezhnev that the SALT 
talks on strategle arms Mmitation are, as 
his ambassador to Moscow has just said. the 
“linchpin of détente.” Progress there, Mr. 
Carter emphasized. will not merely stabilize 
competition in weapons “but can also pro- 
vide a basis for improvement in political 
relations.” 

Mr Carter has been right. we beljeve. to 
seek substantial reductions of strategic mis- 
siles and a slowdown of missile improve- 
ments that destabilize the nuclear balance. 
The Kremlin's negative reactions to the far- 
reaching and somewhat one-sided arms con- 
tro] elements in these proposals have been 
intensified by a political factor. Moscow has 
feared that Mr. Carter was repudiating a 
pricr agreement personally negotiated by 
President Brezhnev and President Ford at 
Viadivostok in 1974. an agreement to which 
the Soviet leader has committed his political 
prestige. Carter now talks of “confirming 
and bnilding on the Vladivostok accords” 
and describes his earlier proposals as “long- 
term goals." That should allay some of the 
Saviet concerns. 

Tnereased Soviet-American trade received 
brief but important endorsement in the 
President's speech. Trade and access to 
Western technology are central objectives 
pehind Mr. Brezhnev's pursuit of détente 
and ones that probably have helped him most 
in carrying hard-line Politburo elements 
along in this policy. But his gains here 
have been primarily in Western Europe and 
Japan. Congress has insisted on NUnking 
liberalized trade with the emigration of 
Soviet Jews. and the Carter administration 
has so far failed to devise a policy to tackle 
the impasse. This has contributed to the 
souring of the Soviet-American relationship. 
Mr. Carter’s new comment signals that such 
8 policy is in preparation. 


Mr. Carter said only a few words—but 
important ones—about the most controver- 
sial element in the deteriorating Soviet- 
American reiationship. his human rights 
policy. His necessary insistence that it is 
addressed “to all countries equally” and not 
valmed specifically” at the Soviet Union is 
unlikely to convince Moscow or those allied 
leaders—President Giscard d'Esteing, Chan- 
cellor Schmidt and Prime Minister Trudeau— 
who have criticized it publicly on this 
ground. They undoubtedly have noted that 
Moscow has been the most Important target. 
while other Communist regimes, such as 
Peking and Hanoi. and right-wing allies such 
as Iran and South Eorea, have escaped 
criticism. 

Moreover. Mr. Carter has never denied 
that he seeks a more just and open Soviet 
society, He does not now back away but 
does play down the intensity of this pursuit. 
Addressing Moscow's belief. echoed by Presi- 
dent Giscard d'Etaing. that he is trying to 
stlr up trouble in Eastern Europe and 
among restive Soviet nationalities, the Pres- 
ident strongly denied an intention to attack 
Russia's “vital interests” or to “boring back 
the cold war.” 

There was an even more important aspect 
of the Charleston speech than these denials. 
Western policies toward the Soviet Union 
have long assumed that pressure on the 
Soviets concerning their domestic affairs is 
counterproductive and that a long period of 
detente Is necessary for human rights prog- 
ress in the Soviet sphere. Mr. Carter's 
human rights offensive seemed to challenge 
that concept. Now. however, Mr. Carter says 
he seeks no “quick” changes and that “an 
atmosphere of peaceful cooperation is more 
conducive to an increased respect for human 
rights than an atmosphere of belligerence 
or warlike confrontation.” 

In view of the angry personal criticism 
of Mr. Carter by name in the Soviet press, 
evidently reflecting Mr. Brezhnev's belief 
that he is the target of a Carter attack. the 
President's most important gesture may have 
been 2 direct appeal to the Soviet leader. 
The responsibility for peace. he said, “falis 
most heavily on those, like President Brezh- 
nev and myself, who hold in our hands the 
terrible power conferred by modern engines 
of war.” He quoted Mr. Brezhnev's recently 
expressed hope that “mankind will be able 
to step into the 21st century in conditions 
of peace. stable as never before.” and added: 
"I see no hidden meaning in that. I credit 
its sincerity, And I share the hope and belief 
it expresses.” 

Tt is nm that tenor. we hope, that Mr. 
Brezhner will now reply.

Half of Water ‘Hit List’ 


Some environmental groups are expressing 
outrage at President Carter's acceptance of 
the public-works compromise that includes 
funds for eight of the 17 water projects 
that the administration most wanted to stop. 
By deciding not to veto the bill, they com- 
plain, Mr. Carter has backed off from his 
commitment to reshape federal water- 
resources policies and halt projects that are 
wasteful. unsafe or unsound. Even worse, 
they argue, he seems ta have Fielded to 
pork-barrel politics of the crassest kind: 
Seven of the eight projects saved, including 
the most dubious ones, just happen to be 
in states represented on the Senate Appro- 
pristions Committee, where the deal was 
first cut. 

In our view, {t ts not that bad a deal. 
Besides gaining at least a pause on the 
Clinch River breeder reactor. Mr. Carter has 
avoided a nasty veto fight. Although the 
House might well have upheld him. such a 
ekivmish was hardly to be relished when 
the energy lezislation is approaching the 
Heuse floor. Moreover. even the compromise 
tr! the water-projects budget more than 
mony theught likely when the fight began. 
Nine“ projects, half of the final “hit list.” 
Dave been suspended. Several others hare 
been modified The bill also deletes all 
12 new proiects approved by the House. giv- 
ing the administration time to review those 
less frenetically and make recommendations 
to Congress vefore any digging has begun. 


In a broader sense, too, the compromise 
does not wash out the value of the fight. 
Despite the heavy-handedness and posturing 
on all sides, the political status of water 
projects has been changed. The most mar- 
ginal projects now under way have been 
subjected to scrutiny; their supporters have 
had to cope with. if not actually accept. the 
tougher criteria that Mr. Carter has advanc- 
ed. Dam-building and ditech-digging have 
turned ont ta be less untouchable than 
commonly supposed; the political ground 
did move when fully 194 House members 
voted to stop all 17 projects on Mr. Carter's 
list. The fracas has also been educational 
for the President. He has apparently learned 
2 lot about dealing with Congress on matters 
very close to lawmakers’ hearts. And he has 
also gained, we trust. a better understanding 
of the pervasive role of water in the econ- 
omr and politics of the West. 

The real question is how lasting these 
gains wili be. If Mr. Carter really wants 
to overhaul water-resource policies. fighting 
over appropriations is not enough. The ad- 
ministration should ask Congress, soon. to 
rewrite the basic rules for evaluating dams, 
irrigation systems and the like. Although 
that will involve ferocious battles, last week's 
compromise May make Congress somewhat 
more receptive to far-reaching review. If 
that is so. those eight projects may turn 
out to be a Teal bargain after all.

things are beginning to go wrong for Mos- 
eow.

Suppressing a Defense Report

‘ASHINGTON—A defense ex- 
pert's report to Congress on 
relative U.S. and Soviet military 
strengths, contradicting the Car- 
ter administration’s rosy view, 
has resulted in suppression of the 
report and threats that the ex- 
pert may lose his job.

He asked 
the Congressional Research Ser- 
vice (an arm of the Library of 
Congress) for an unclassified 
comparison of U.S. and Soviet 
military strength. What Sullivan 
wanted was a nuts-and-bolts 
catalogue to check Defense De- 
partment figures. 


100-Hour Weeks 


What Sullivan got was more 
than ne asked or baigained for. 
Collims, wih defense experience 
totaling 85 years, devoted full 
time to the project. He conferred 


with Sullivan in October and’ 


Periodically gave him progress 
reports. Working 100-hour weeks 
at the end. he finished a draft 
Peb, 16. After review by the 
Defense Department, the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff‘and the services, 
Collins presented 2 final draft, 
ready for publication, to Sullivan 
March 9, At that point, Sullivan 
had uttered not = word of eriti- 
cism. 

“Quantitative changes in the 
US. and Soviet armed forces 
since 1970 favor the Soviet Union 
with scattered exceptions,” Col- 
lins concluded. “U.S, qualitative 
leads. less pronounced than in 
the past, cannot completely -com- 
pensate.” The resuit “hnpinges 
increasingly ou American ebiiiiies 
to deter attacks against the Unit- 
ed States, defend this country if 
deterrence fails and safeguard 
associates whose security is closely 
inked with our own.” 

Collins also reported that 
“NATO is quantitatively out- 
classed by the Warsaw Pact in 
Almost every category and ἰδ 
losing its quantitetive edge in 
several respects that count.” 
Other samples from the 218-page 


report: 

“US. pombers and ICBMs are 
more vulnerable than ever Ὅδ- 
fore... Soviet counterparts are 
comparatively secure because of 
ΟἿΣ Second-strike strategy."

Suddenly, Sullivan told Collins 
the report did not meet require- 
ments and would not be publish- 
ed. Collins asked that portions he 
published separately: Sullivan re- 
fused, Trying to salvage some- 
thing of his report (cost: about 
$50,000), Collins persisted. 

That brought in Gilbert Gude, 
the former Maryland congress- 
man who now heads the Con- 
gressional Research Service, Writ- 
ing Collins in June, Gude denied 
him a civil-service step increase, 
contended the report is “not of 
an scceptable level of compe- 
tence” and warned of disciplinary 
action if he violated the ‘confi- 
dentiality of the clieni’s request.

nization, produced general praise 
of his professional competence, 
Indeed, Senate committee staff- 
ers did not echo Gude's charge 
of incompetence but complained 
of “cmsubstantieted axsertions"’ 
and claimed they had only asked 
Collins for s.“bean count” of 
‘weapons.

Scarcity Leads to Total Ban 


Lo, the Vanishing Herring

ARIS ‘JHT:.—The herring, 

long one of Europe's favorne 
fish, is rapidiy disappearing. In 
a last-ditch effort to save 1x, all 
herring fishing in Western Euro- 
pean waters has been banned and 
in a few months the fish will be 
virtualiy absent from the market- 
place. 

Call them rolimops or kippers, 
have them smoked. ¢ la crene or 
Baltic-style; try the roe with 
lemon: eat them with sugar in 
Teeland. dill in Finiand or rotting 
in Sweden, whatever the style, 
they soon will be hard to find. 
“Herring will be 85 rare as caviar 
in a few years if the new mea- 
sures do not work.” said an offi- 
cial at the French Department of 
Fishing. 

The crew measures, which were 
announced m Brussels this week, 
‘include toe total ban on all 
herring fishing untu Sept. 30. The 
European Econoouc Communit; 
Commission recommended that 
the ban be extended until the 
end of 1979, and the Council of 
Ministers must vote on that in 
October. 


“Necessary” Step 


“Tt will be verv difficult for 
the governments to ban herring 
ishing throughout all of next 
said the fishing official, 
“but it is absolutely necessary. 
We are paying now for years of 
misuse and overesploitation. The 
North Sea herring is threatened 
with extinction.” 

The official figures are appal- 
hog. Ten sears ago, the average 
catch of North Sea hernne was 
700,000 tons a year. Last year it 
was down to 160,000 tons. Ac- 
cording to the fishing authorities. 
the same thing is happening to 
the North Sea herring thar has 
happened to the Atlant-Scandian 
Nerring: that fish, the northern 
cousin of the North Sea variety, 
har been fished out, vielding only 
60,000 tons annually today, where- 
8585 it yielded 17 million tons 85 
late as 1866. 

For the officials, the herring’s 
fate rivals that of the Peruvian 
anchovy three years ago—an 
absence caused by overexploita- 
tion that pushed up not only fish 
prices, but other prices as well 
The cisappearance of the Peru- 
vian anchovy, which was in great 
Gemand because of its use as a 
protein substance in animal fod- 
der. played a part in the sudden 
price inflation of other high 
protein products in 1974-75. par- 
ticularly meat and soybeans. 

The official Pernvian expiana- 
tion for what Was regarded 535 
an economic disaster at the time 
was that a current of warm 
water moved into Peru's anchovy 
territory in late 1973. virtually 
destroying the fish. which likes 
eogler water. “Peru has slwars 
blamed the current," ssid the 
French official, “but we see it as 
ἃ case Οἱ overexn'et: tion.” 


A Villain 


Ti tnere 1 a patticular villain 
m the herring ease. as the EEC 
S085 it. Ὁ 15 the Danes. Den- 
mark has set up a large industrial 


fishing business, using herring as 
well as other Jess desirable fish, 
as a base for fish meal. 

“It is a scandal τὸ feed a 
wonderful table fish like the 
herring 10 animals,” the official 
said. 


The use of herring for fish’ 


mezl now has been permanently 
banned by the EEC but there is a 
problem: The maim fish meal 
Tish, the sand eel, is about the 
same size as the herring, and 
the fish nets cannot distinguish 
between them. The result is 
that many herring are stil taken 
by industrial nets. 

in the vote this week in Brus- 
sels, Denmark was the only BEC 
country to vote against the 
herring ban. Denmark, instead, 
proposed that each BEC country 
be given an annual quota. which 
was rejected for the time being, 
but is regarded a5 a long-term 
solution. 


Vast Sweeps 


If industnal fishing plaxed its 
role in the depletion, new “team" 
fishing methods using several 
boats In vast swecps of the sea 
with large nets also contributed. 
These methods nov’ threaten whe 
herring with the same fate as 
the Georges Bank haddock, which 
was fished into virtual extinction 
in the North Atlantic durmg the 
last decade. contributing to the 
extension of U.S. and Canadisn 
territorial waters to 500 miles 
this year. 

“The principal responsibility 
for the haddock situation hes on 
the East Buropeans and dap- 
anese,” the French official said. 
“But they are not at all mvolved 
in the herring crisis." 

The herring situation fas led 
to several incidents and arrests 
this rear. The Dutch have a case 
pendme before tne European 
Court of Justice over the arrest 
by the Irish of some Duteh fish- 
ing boats off Ireland. The Danes 
have clashed with the West Ger- 
mans, the French with the Eni- 
ish and the Insh with the Span- 
jards τῇ other incidents. 

The EEC. in an attempt to 
preserre 1s diminishing stocks, 
has now increased its territorial 
waters to 200 miles but that has 
not solved the imterna! problem: 
The Lrish have unilaterally pro- 
elaimed a 50-mile Irish-only sone 
around Ireland and Britain has 
argued for ἃ similar zone around 
Brivin. The EEC Commission, 
meanwhile, has proposed a six- 
mile nations} zone. Briiain has 
said it would settle for a 12-mile 
zone, 

“The British cant have their 
cake and eat it too,” the French

official said. “Ther argue that 
since 60 per cent of the EEC 
waters are British, they need a 
wide national zone. We sar 
either they are in the EEC or 
they aren't.” 


Strain on EEC 


Fishing. taerefore. has become 
one more strain on the EEC's 
alimentary seams--dair; prod- 
ucts, wine, citrus frits, grain 
are others—that threatens to get 
worse before it gets better, as 
world population climbs, fish 
production diminishes. Fish 
Production is not just down m 
the North Sea: A world total 
catch of 20 million tons in 1943 
was down to 17 million tons last 
year. 

It 15 a problem for the fisher- 
men. “How long can national 
governments tell their fishermen 
that they cannot fish?" asks the 
French official. But it is also 
a problem for the taxpayer and 
the consumer. 

“The goternments wil] have to 
Subsidize the fishermen who iose 
their living because of the ban." 
the official said. “And if the 
Danes are forced to abandon in- 
dustrial fishing, whe will pz: for 
the reconversion of that in- 
dustry? And who will pay for the 
new police patrol boats?” 

The consumer pays through 
rising prices and Ske eee 
of his favorite herring dish. In 
France, fresh or freshiy smoked. 
herring has become rare. Pack- 
agéd herrmg comes from previous 
Stocks or is imported from the 
United States, Canada or Nor- 
Way, but those stocks are not 
inexhaustible. 

“The poor berrmg is a very 
unfortunate fish," the French of-

U.S. House Sets

CRYSTAL PALACE, England, 


July 24 (UPI).—Britamn's David 
Black left world recerd holders 
Dick Quax of New Zealang and 
Sanson Eimombe of Kenya trail- 
ing in his wake with a surging 
final lap yesterday to win the 
5.000 meters title in the Eritish 
track and field championships, 

Black crossed the finish line at 
the Crystal Palace in 13 minutes 
332 seconds, with compatriot 
Bernie Ford second in 13:34 8. 

Kimombe, fastest man in the 
world over 10.000 meters, appear- 
ed τὸ have breken clear of the 
field, but was overhauled by Black 
and Ford on the lest lap and was 
placed third with 13:39.4. 

Quax, who set the 5.000 meters 
world record of 13:12.9 in Stock- 
holm July 5, only finished fafth 
in 13:454, the same time as 
fourth-placed Ray Smedier of 
Britain. 

Yugosiavia’s Milovan Sane 
sprang another surprise by win= 
ning the 800 meters χ 1 minute 
40.25 seconds, ahead of Britain's 
Sebestian Coe and New Zealand's

NE YORE.—The arrival of 
the latest Esquire was greeted 
with mirth and celebration at the 
Paradise Scribes Club. William 
Shakespeare, Edger Allan Poe, 
Honoré de Balzac and Lord Byron 
were especially tickled because 
they detested T. 5. Eliot. 


“Read me the part again where. 


the critics, professors and writers 
of America say that T. 5. Eliot is 
overrated,” said Lord Byron. 
They were seated at a table in 
the bar and had been there all 
afternoon, ever since Esquire 
came in with its new literary 
ratings. 

“I'm tired of reading it.” said 
Poe, who was on 
his sixth bour- 
bon. 3 “Whab it 
means is, T. 5. 
Eliot nevermore.” 

Ernest Heming- 
way strode into 
the bar feeling 
good and true. 
He had spent all 
afternoon in the 
deep clouds hunt- 
ing angels and 
had shot seven 
sure and two possible. Shake- 
speare disliked Hemingway, not 
only because he was helpless in 
iambic pentameter but also be- 
eause Hemingway had once shot 
and stuffed Ben Jonson, who was 
a sood friend of Shakespeare's. 

“Have you heard the news, 
Papat" he called. “You're ail 
washed up in sophomore Ut.” 
Shakespeare tossed the Esquire to 
Bemingway. 

“What they did.” suid Balzac, 
“was ask the literary big shots of 
America who was overrated and 
who was underrated.” 

“And you, Papa,” said Poe, 
“eame out super-overrated.” 

Hemingway kmew it was the 
moment of truth, but he eould 
not let them see the fear or they 
would tell Jane Austen that he 
had the lear and she would no 
longer take the good gondola rides 
with him, 


“You never could hold your 
liquor, Eddie,” he said to Poe. 

Lord Byron, who admired cour~ 
age, felt a surge of sympathy for 
Hemingway who had been great 
once but who was now but an- 
other overrated has-been soon to 
vanish from the sophomore an- 
thologies. “Come, monosyllabic 
Papa, and have a last drink with 
us before that watery Hellespont 
of oblivion grants thee sweet 
release from fame,” said Lord 
Byron. 

“Thanks, lord,” seid Heming- 
way, “but ΤΊ have the Jast glass 
with my old pals, Scott Pitzgerakd 
and Bill Favwkner.” 


Balzac rose and embraced him. 
“Mon vieux,” he whispered. 
“There is dreadful news. Both 
Seott and Bill-—alas—gone also.” 

“Esquire took them cleanly and 
with honor, I hope,” said Hem- 
ingway. 

“Overrated bums," said Shake~ 
speare. “It’s right there in 
the magazine.” Shakespeare 
had never liked Faulkner. 
You can't trust 9 man whose 
sentences don’t pazse, he alwars 
said, He was sorry to lose Pitz- 
gerald, however. Not because he 
thought Fitzgerald was worth a 
place in the sophomore Mterature 
survey but because he had 
planned to cast him as Fleance 
in an amatew production of 
“Macbeth” at the club theater. 

Hemingway left bravely and 
well. He was the last of the 
overrated Writers to leave. Eliot, 
Pound, Auden, Edmund Wilson, 
Fawkner. Fitzgerald—what a 
ecarmage the American literary 
academy had left, thanks to 
Esquire’s invitation to revise the 
ratings.

“and Henry Roth who is said to 
have written an unsung master- 
Piece entitled ‘Call It Sleep.” 

“I once tried to read it,” said 
Byron, “and sleep is precisely the 
right thing to call it.” 

Shakespeare saki he had once 
started a Conrad Aiken novel but 
hed had to put it down on ac- 
count of tertiary come, Just at 
that moment Theodore Dreiser 
entered with his luggage—two big 
trunks—came to the table, sat 
down end gave them ἃ 127-page 
description of how bricks are 
made. 


When everybody else was 
asleep, Shakespeare sneaked out 
on page 87, powdered his beard 
to disguise himself as Ernest 
Hemingway and took Jane 
Austen for a ride in a gondola 
where he told her about the 
Foolishness of literary eritics and 
the foibles of kings. 
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Novelist, MD, Looks at What Ails Mankind

VINGTON, La. CAP).~Oub on his 
Spanish moss-draped patio along the 

Bogue Falaya River, novelist Walker Percy 
might be mistaken for a country doctor, 
which he is, after a fashion, and 9 quali- 
fied one at that, diagnosing mankind asi- 
ing: Where does it hurt? Why dont you 
Teel better? 

Or on his way home from the smail 
office in town where he writes for three 
hours every morning, Percy walks slong 
like Atticus Finch, the tall courtly, soft~- 
spoken atiorney in “To Hill a Mocking 
bird.” 

That comparison might please him, AH 
the men in the Percy family were lawyers 
until he turned to medicine, and a lot of 
his writing is concerned with life imitating 
the movies, with men unable to separate 
the illusions on film and the evening tele- 
vision news from reality, 

Some of his neighbors think there might 
be something eerie about Walker Percy. 
He seems to know things before they 
happen. 

In i970 Percy wrote “Love in the 
Ruins,” ἃ futuristic view in which Ameri- 
can society becomes polarized with whites 
against blacks, hippies against stenights, 
everybody against everybody else. The 
book opens with a sniper attack by black 
guerrillas atop a motor hotel on a high- 
Woy near a city very Hike New Orleans. 
A few aging caddies and avuncalar black 
retainers are storming the country ciub. 


Which Channel 


“It was a fun book to write," Percy 
said, “bub the fun ended on a Sunday 
in January three years later when the 
Associsted Press called me up in the mid- 
dle of the night to ask if I was watching 
television. I said which channel, and 
they said all three. There wag a biack 
sniper on top of a motor hotel in down- 
town New Orleans and he wounded 16 
or 17, . 

"It was au eerle thing, I was afraid 
they might find my book among his be- 
longings. They didn't. The room was 
piled with Maoist literature.” 

Then the energy crisis came along. 
People remembered that in the same book 
automobiles rau out of gas on the high- 
way and washing machines broke down 
with nobody to repair them. 

“T have absolutely no visionary powers,” 
Percy said. “If Id known I could be- 
come a successful writer, I would have 
taken typing, too,” 

Percy writes left-handed in pencil on 
inexpensive paper. After his three hours’ 
writing in his office in the Covington 
Arts Commitiee building, he spends the 
afternoon at home pecking out the re- 
sults. “The typing is borrendous, but 
this is an important stage, where I make 
all my inserts and corrections.” 

“I can tell when he’s been working real
